That Repsold had assistance from ' 
the outside In making his escape is 
the well defined opinion of .Hcyla and 
the prison authorities, who caused the 
arrest here of R. B. Pullman, a pa- 
roled prisoner from San Quentin.

a short cut to action as the bill to Ap- 
propriate a special fund for the work 
will ha.\ e to go through .the slow pro- 
cess of legislation. 
From present in- 


dications it is practically assured that 
sufficient money will be set aside from 
this year's appropriations to start the 
experiments on a comparatively large 
scale. 


TO BETERMIXE DAMAGE. 


Means to provide a cheap arid ef- 


fective V.3.Y of determining the frost 
damage in Southern California with- 
out Injuring the fruit were discussed 
with officials of the Agricultural and 
Treasury 
departments 
today 
by 


Powell. 


The 
best 
means of determining 


whether oianges have been frost af- 
fected is by a gravity teat using de- 
natured alcohol as the medium. The 
alcohol becomes watered after a few 
days use and must then be re-distilled 
or cast aside. The discarded material 
can be used for paints or other pur- 
poses, but the supply would become 
excessive 
If 
re-distillation were not 
practiced. 


The stumbling block lies In 
the 


law which prevents re-distillation of 
denatured alcohol except by manufac- 
turers for certain purposes. In view 
of the present situation Powell is en- 
deavoring to have 
the revenue offi- 


cials consent to a modification of the 
regulations so as to permit of rdeis- 
tlllaticm in connection -with the citrus 
fruit situation. 
The process 
of re- 


distillation Is simple and economical 
and with the legal obstacles out of the 
way, an effective means of testing the 
fruit will be provided.

The repoit 


Is signed by Rabbi Martin A. Meyer, Dr. 
Charles A. Itamm and Dr. Jessica B. 
Peixotto who 
recently 
heard 
charges 


made against th* management of the in- 
stitution. 


The committee, on its findings of fact, 


recommends tliat 
Joseph 
Sanders, the 


present superintendent, be retained fts 
tho head of the department of Instruc- 
tion and that tlio superintendents' 
be 


turned ovei to a seeins man tspecially 
fitted for the position. 


His (Sanders) services would 
be of 


most value to the state in such a posi- 
tion, while as superintendent his limita- 
tions are obvious," the report adds in 
agreeing with the memoers of the board 
of directors that blind man makes the 
best Insttuctor for the blind. 


One of the charges considered Is con- 


ceded to be true, some are not sustained 
and still others arc the result of condi- 
tions for which the management of the 
home is not wholly responsible, the le- 
port says

The shops, Including broom factory and 


chair cane-seating department, are found 
to be self-supporting. During thejast fis- 
cal year $36,504 54 nas received, against 
S24.083.84 paid for labor and raw ma- 
terials. With a gain of $1241.26 In the 
inventory the net profit of the shops was 
J3661.16. It Is found that on the pay 
rolls three teachers and four shop as- 
sistants are carried who should not be 
entered as shop laborers, aha attention 
is called to the law requiring that trades 
shall be taught In the1 home and a spe- 
cial report made of the cost of Instruc- 
tion, which has' no* been complied,rwjth 
"This was noli unlaw*fil." 
tha report 


says, "but It 4targes against the shops 
salaries which should not be so charged 
and makes- the Income smaller than it 
should appear." 


NO CHANGE IN YEARS. 


"Thera are about seventy blind men 


and women employed In the shops and 
they received for the year only 54091 36, 
or an average of $5.45," the report re- 
cites. "A number of them are paid only 
15 cents a day, or a possible $8.75 a. work-, 
ing month averaging twenty-five days- 
For the month of November last only 
sit shop workers received as much as 
$10 each for the month. 
The present 


scale of wages was fixed thirteen years 
ago and no material change has heen 
made'slnoe. It Is clearly possible to In- 
crease materially the wage scate^f the 
blind workers and still »eav« a margin 
for the shops." 


Confusilon is found in the account- 


ing in addition to charging salaries 
against the adult blind fund. For ex- 
ample, charging raw materials against 
the support fund and the absence of 
a proper check upon goods going out 
of the shop. • 


The report states that the hospital 


accommodations are not adequate and 
says that neglect under these condi- 
tions Is obviously unavoidable.

lack of refrigeration Is probably 
thu 


basis for most of the complaints, and 
Is undoubtedly a menace to the health 
of tho Inmates. Tho absence of .1 ro- 
frlgerating loom In the new building 
Is a grave oversight. The storerooms 
lor groceries, vegetables and meats 
are bad!/ arranged. 
All.these rooms 
are in the basement, and the heated 
air from the boiler-room tnd bakery 
circulates freelv through all of them. 
This obviously makes it still more dif- 
licult to keep the foodstuffs fresh and 
in good condition." 


IMPROVEMENTS ADVOCATED.

recommends 
the 
provision of a lefngerator or 
cold 


storage rooms 
of sufficient capacity 


to care for tho foodstuffs, and, char- 
acterizing the men's dormitories 
as 


disgraceful and antiquated, urges a

BETTER SURROUNDINGS. 


A central heating plant ladlators In

rooms and baths and better bedding are 
Included in the recommendations for ma- 
terlnl impnn einents 


The committee finds that 
sufficient 
stress has not been placed by directors 
and superintendent 
upon 
the 
Instruc- 


tion of the adult bland, the primary ob- 
ject of the home. 


Broom making, cane seating of chairs 


and piano tuning are at present the only 
vocations taught, nnd the 
report 
de- 


clare* that more trades should bbe Intro- 
duced, such as knitting, docketing, lace 
rnd rug •weaving, bead work and the mak- 
ing of mattresses, baskets, brushes, mops, 
and for men with partial sight, gardening 
and poultry raising. 


The report advocates closet adherence 


to th<> law defining what students may 
receive the benefit of the home, which, 
while pioUdlng fbr fiee education, does 
not require pupils to remain at the home 
and submits that wlien 
possible thev 


fchould be permitted to reside in their own 
homes. 


WAGE INCREASE. 


In regard to wages and maintenance, 
the report contends 
that 
the 
present 


policy "tends to pauperize," and sug- 
gests that wages be increased to all 
that the 
shops will warrant, 
at the 
same time fixJng a monthly or weekly 
cost of maintenance, so that those who 
desire to remain at the home as work- 
men after learning a trade may do so, 
as contemplated by the law, which speci- 
fies that they shall pay to the State f/ie 
cost of their maintenance. Tho Indigent 
and enfeebled should be maintained frea 
of charge, the report says, but this does 
not mean those who draw good Govern- 
ment pensions. 


Adverting to the accounts of the home, 


the committee says that, while confusion 
exists, no dishonesty was found, and It 
Is recommmended that the State Board 
of Control prescribe a definite system of 
accounting. 


The home should encourage the blind 


people to live with their families wher- 
ever feesible, according to the report, 
which adds that the present system has 
the contrary influence. 
The report also 
says that no Inmita should .be dismissed 
until he has been given a hearing by the 
directors, and recommends that 
tho 


superintendent make more effort to pro- 
vide entertainment and recreation for In- 
mates. 


The organic act should be so amended 


that ths adult blind fund shall be no 
longer available for general expenses and 
all moneys earned by the shope and in- 
dustries turned Into this fund, the re- 
port further recommends, and suggests 
that a. committee of the board of direc- 
tors be appointed to co-operate with the 
investigating committee in making the 
revision.

TROUBLE THREATENS TO 


DISRUPT BUTCHERS' UNION 


Temporary Injunction Prevents Picketing 


of Local Market 


I US)!! 


Trouble that threatens to disrupt 


the local butchers' union, and that lias 
led to the picketing of the Washington 
Market of this city, without the cus- 
tomary authority of the Central Labor 
Council was brought 
into 
court 


through the granting- of a temporary 
injunction to prevent the picketing of 
tho place. The butchers' union Is di- 
vided into two factions, one, a few 
fotes. stronger, calling the boycott, the 
question being as to the closing of the 
maiket on Saturday 
nights 
The 


butchers' 
union faction which has' 


called the boycott insists that the mar- 
}cet be closed at S o'clock instead of 
at 10. 


The wage scale of the union calls 


for 62 hours of work a week. Most 
butcher shops are open from 6 a, m. 
to 6 p. m. on week days and from 6 
a. m. to S p. m. on Saturdays, with two 
hours off for meals, making 10 hours' 
•work on week days and 12 on Satur- 
days 
The downtown markets, five in 


number, open at 8 o'clock instead of 6, 
and on Saturdays close at 10. This 
cuts two hours off each week day, and 
adds two more on the Saturday, there- 
fore the men in the downtown mar- 
kets work five hours less than in other 
shops members of the butchers' ex- 
change, against whom there is no com- 
plaint. 


According to J H. Lesser of the 
Washington market, the boycott was 
engineered by members of the butch- 
ers1 exchange, outside of the five big I 
markets, and the object is to force 
these to close at S Most small butch- 
er shops are forced to open early in 
the morning, and therefore close at S 
Saturday night. Lesser declares that 
the movement is in orclpr to gain busi- 
ntss for thess butchers in outlying dis- 
tricts. 


NO AUTHORITY. 


The boycott was called without the 
matter being placed before the Cen- 
tral Labor Council, although the wage 
scale was submitted to and approved 
by this body. According to Central 
Labor Council officials the boycott | 
will not be endorsed. The butchers | 
employed in the big markets were out- 
voted, at the meeting where the boy- 
cott was called, not given a hearing, 


and the aClair threatens to cause a 
disruption of the union. 
"This movement," said J. H. Lesser, 
"simply means that we are told to 
ceass accommodating the public in 
the usual manner, m order to divert 
our tisude. The employes of the mar- 
kets who are trying to force this upon 
Ufa outvoted the other men, \Uio aie 
working legs hours receiving the union 
schedule. The Cuntral Labor Council 
when it heard of the matter, did not 
take action, and has not endoised tho 
boycott. In fact, the secretary of the 
council denounced the attitude in de- 
nying the other side a hearing, as the 
'rottenest he had seen in 25 years' ex- 
perience.' 
This statement is printed 


in the official 
union 
labor paper, 
which further states that it hurts un- 
ionism because the public will soon 
be unable to ascertain which of war- 
ring factions within unions are to be 
supported." 


TEAMSTERS PICKET. 


The picketing- was done 
by 
the 
teamsters' union instead of by 
the 
butchers, this organization being- asked 
to assist in the matter 
According to 
Lesser this action has not injured his 
market. 
"%Ve are doing more busi- 


ness than ever before," he said "The 
union men, even, realize that 
the 


butchers who outvoted our men are 
tools of the butchers' exchange mem- 
bers, by whom they are employed, and 
pay no heed to the picketing. I am 
strongly in favor of union labor, and 
a good friend of the movement. 
I 


claim this Is not the action of the un- 
ion, but of a disgruntled faction, made 
the tool for a foolish and unfair ac- 
tion. 
"The other downtown markets, in- 


'cluding the Lewis market, Oakland 
market. New City market and Grand 
Central market, will all stand togeth- 
er. 
"VVe have alwaj s stayed open until 


10 o'clock on Saturday nights and al- 
ways will. Our men go to work late 
m the morning to make up for this. 
Our hours,of work are less, the pay 
the same, the men are all union men, 
and wo have logic, the law, and the 
sensible union men on our side. We 
appreciate the manner in which the 
public has supported us. and also the 
conservative attitude of the reason- 
able men who see throug^i this flimsy 
attempt to whip us into line with the 
small and outside markets.''

L. M. Clement, still 
living in Oakland, was one of his assistants. „ A 
man named Montague succeeded Judah. Gray and 
Hood were assistants under him. By a rare piece 
of diplomacy, Stanford and Gray got Brigham 
Young to furnish a lot of Mormon laborers to the 
company when it needed them badly at the eastern, 
or Ogden, end. The Union Pacific hoped to extend 
far into Nevada, there to join the Central. As it 
was, it got 100 miles west of Ogden. Huntington 
hoped to join the Union a couple of hundred miles 
east of Ogden. He blamed Charles Crocker, superin- 
tendent of construction of the Central, for the fail- 
uie lo do no. The Ceiilial was slopped al HumboldL, 
Nev., for two months for lack of proper fuel for 
locomotives hauling material to the front.

Robert M. Hitchman of Cleveland, who has been 


in Guatemala for a couple of months on business in 
connection with an estate of which he is one of the 
attorneys, was telling me at the Fairmont last night 


that the currency of that country is so greatly de- 
preciated that it does not go far when expressed 
in terms of gold. In Guatemala currency, Hitchman 
says he had to pay $6 for a shave and $8 for a good 
cigar of the Cuban brand. His hotel bill was at the 
rate of from $100 to $200 per day. At this rate, he 
found a handful of the country's paper money did 
not last very long. Exchange is at the rate of about 
$1800 in paper money for $100 in gold. The reason 
is that the Guatemalan dollar bill is only worth now 
six cents in gold, and he says foreigners there call 
the country "the land of the six-cent dollar." His 
experience, he says, reminded him in a way of the 
stories his father, a Confederate soldier, use to tell 
of the closing days of the war. His father, who 
had been badly wounded and honor-ably discharged, 
had a pretty good horse that a merchant in a small 
Georgia town desired to buy. He offered $60,000 
in Confederate money for the nag. 


"My father refused to sell, whereupon the mer- 


chant raised his offer to $75.000," continued Hitch- 
man."

Lynch has already issued a book on that 
country, entitled "Egyptian Sketches," a literary 
venture that has been praised by the critics at home 
and abroad. British critics considered it a fair com- 
ment on the English occupation of that country. 
For that particular reason, if no other, the senator 
will be persona grata with Lord Kitchener and the 
members of his administration in the land of the 
Pharoahs when he arrives there on another visit. 
Lynch is a man of wealth and can afford to be a 
man of elegant leisure and pursue his literary bent: 
"Three Years in the Klondyke" is another of his 
books. Years ago he wrote a sketch of the "blind 
white devil," Chris Buckley, the once all-powerful 
Democratic boss of San Francisco. "Buck" is still 
living here in a quiet way and giving all of his at- 
tention to his property interests. " The many who 
formerly fawned on him heed him not any more 
and have not .done so for many a long day. Lynch's 
last book, "A Senator of the Fifties," is his most 
interesting and successful effort. It has to do with 
the life of Senator David C. Broderick and his fam- 
ous duel with Terry. The duel killed Broderick and 
ruined Terry. In this work, Lynch is a good bio- 
grapher of early San Franciscans and a compelling 
reviewer" of early San Francisco life. His story has 
the thrill of a novel and the dashing swing of ro- 
mance. Broderick was the dominant figure of his 
day on this coast and Lynch in his book uses to good 
effect Broderick's famous saying: 


"My goal is the senate, and I will arrive, if living. 


Why, 
to sit in the Senate of the United States as a 


Senator for one day, I would consent to be roasted 
in a slow fire on. the plaza." 
JacK Frost's Antics Explained 


'A friend tells me that during the recent cold 


spell ice formed on some trees at the Mission San 
Jose, the first time^in the known history of that 
fair section of the'Santa Clara valley and a place 
which is generally' considered to be fifteen degrees 
warmer than any other district of the bay region.

The Marquis de la Vega Inclan of Madrid, who 


is here to make a report on the Panama Pacific Ex- 
position for the Spanish Government, does not 
speak English. In his natty, young and collegian- 
looking secretary, Eurique Tapia d'Ozcariz, how- 
ever, the Spanish nobleman has an interpreter who 
can speak it to perfection even if this is the first 
time he has been out of his own country. He was 
taught English in one of the Spanish universities 
and considers it almost as hard a language to 
acquire as the Russian. He found German much 
easier and French and Italian still easier. Ameri- 
can slang is a deep mystery to him. For instance, 
in New York, Los Angeles and this city he over- 
heard a man now and then allude to some passing 
and pretty woman by remarking, "She's a peach." 
He could not understand why a woman should be 


likened to a peach. The meaning did not dawn on 
him until yesterday, and then he laughed gleefully, 
saying with much enthusia'sm: 


"Very good! Very good! I must take that back

Ach's Suit Surprise to Many 


Henry Ach's suit for expenses and attorney's 


fees against Frank G. Drum, William F. Herrin and 
W. S. Porter caused much surprise. 
One reason 


for this is the fact that the three men sued are 
largely interested in the Associated Oil Company, 
and Ach is still one of its attorneys, with a salary 
of $15,000 a year. About two years ago, Porter, as 
an oil expert, thought he saw a great chance tp buy 
oil lands in Oklahoma, produce oil there and pipe 
it into Texas, where the oil wells had given out. A 
Texas company agreed to take all the oil the Porter 
undertaking could supply. Porter organized a com- 
pany to operate in the Oklahoma fields and entered 
into contracts with the Texas company. In his new 
company, Porter got Eastern people to invest. They 
bought bonds and were given stock as a bonus. 
Porter did the same for himself and got Herrin, 
Drum and John D. Spreckols to do likewise. The 
latter three and Porter are represented as having 
bought a considerable amount of the bonds. The 
Oklahoma company has not turned put favorably 
in its operations, due in part, it is said, to Porter's 
sickness and his inability to give it his personal at- 
tention. The Texas company has sued it for a large 
amount for violation of contract. Ach was sent 
East to attend to this suit. It is on this account 
he is now suing Porter, Herrin and Drum. Why 
he did not also make Spreckels a defendant is not 
explained. 
$480,000 Involved in Failure 


The failure of Harry S. Bates and Arthur Chese- 


brough's California and Atlantic Steamship Com- 
'pany will amount in a financial way to close on to 
$480,000, including claims for damaged freight by 
shippers which remain unpaid. Their attorneys are 
still at work on a plan of settlement andjaobody ap- 
pears as yet to know "just how the failure will be 
adjusted. The scope of the steamship 
company 


was evidently beyond both their ability and finances. 
Mismanagement lost them the business qf 
ship- 


pers who were their hearty supporters at the out- 
set. The rate war of 1911 was largely of their 
making because they were making secret cuts in 
the tariff and their competitors found it put and 
openly made reductions to the extent of their secret- 
cutting. They were at no time strong enough" 
financially to maintain an Atlantic service, and, 
after losing $180,000 in it, they had to let it go by 
the board. They were receiving $5 a ton for freight 
south to Panama and $7 northbound. The rate to 
and from Honolulu, two-thirds the distance, is but 
$3 a ton. Had they been content to closely manage 
the San Francisco-Panama line at the current tariff 
per ton, some of their best friends think they would 
have won out. While it is true government material 
for building the canal hampered and still does re- 
tard the handling of general freight in both direc- 
tions at Colon, Bates and Chesebrough nevertheless 
failed to realize the strength of the Tehuantepec 
route as a competitor and be guided according in 
their business. Tehuantepec is a much shorter 
route than Panama and has altogether outdistanced 
it in traffic. The American Hawaiian Steamship 
Company, which is the sole concern using the 
Tehuantepec line between the two coasts, is one of 
the strongest and best managed lines in the country. 
In the year ending June 30, 1912, the total value 
of westbound freight over Tehuantepec was fifty- 
five millions. Over Panama it was fourteen and a 
half millions. Eastbounjd, Tehuantepec carried forty- 
five million dollars' Vorth and Panama but ten mil- 
lions.

and

bert, both in Lake county, In the 
Leadvlllo district. 
The altitude 
of 


ennh of these mountains', according1' to 
the United States Geological Surve^iJ 
Is 14.402 feet above sen. level. 
The 


height of Pikes Peak IB 14,108 feet. 
Moreover, there are fifty or sixty other, 
peaks in Colorado'.approximately as 
high—over 1'4,000 
ffeet. 
The 'lowest 


point In Colorado Is 3350 feet above 
sea level. Of all the states. Colorado 
has the highest average altitude, esti- 
mated by tho Geological Survey at 
6800 feet. 
Although not the highest mountain, 
Pikes Peak 
Is probably 
tho 
best- 


known peak

United States. 
There was at one time a Weather Bu- 
reau station on lt<< summit, and it now

The import and export business of Oakland is included in the 


returns of the port of San Francisco, which includes every city 
located on the bay of San Francisco. Oakland is only a sub-port 
of entry, and hence has no record of its foreign trade. The import 
and export business of this city is credited to San Francisco, and 
included in the commercial statistics of that city. Oakland cannot 
claim its own because there is no way of telling its own from what 
belongs to others. 


In the matter o£ domestic shipping records we are just as bad 


off. 
No machinery has been provided whereby the ton- 


nage entering and clearing from Oakland harbor can be officially 
ascertained. When Congress or the Department of Commerce 
and Labor at Washington asks for statistics of the marine trade 
of this city we cannot give the desired information. We cannot 
bring Congress or Secretary Nagel here to see the ships loading 
and unloading nor can we cite any reliable record of the volume 
of water traffic centering in this harbor. 


This condition should be remedied at the earliest possible 


moment. All vessels docking in Oakland harbor should be re- 
quired to report officially to some competent authority keeping 
an official record. We suggest that the city authorities and com- 
mercial bodies take this matter up without delay. When we ask 
for Better commercial accommodations at the hands of the govern- 
ment we should be able to present authoritative trade statistics as 
a basis for our demand. At present we can show nothing. We 
have no commercial and shipping statistics. No official body or 
agency recognizes, officially, the existence of Oakland or admits 
in the records kept that it has a harbor or even any trade. 


Here is something for the Chamber of Commerce to work 


on. Such ordinances as are necessary to supply the deficiency 
should be promptly enacted by the City Council. Until this is done 
Oakland will never attain the commercial importance to which she 
aspires. She will never grow great by allowing San Francisco to 
appropriate her trade returns. 


Hon. Joseph Weldon Bailey of Texas has severed official rela- 


tions with the government of the United States, but before doing 
so announced in a speech intended to be sensational, but which 
was only flamboyant, that he considered the government in a very 
bad way. He had held it back from going over the cliff by keep- 
ing a firrn tail-hold on the constitution, but he said he was tired 
of saving a people bent upon ruin. He was going to pull out of 
the game and let everything go to smash. He will now sit by (in 
silence, we hope) waiting for the ship of state to strike the rocks, 
which he gloomily sees behind ^the breakers, and when it does he 
will shout, "I told you so." It was a mournful requiem Bailey re- 
cited. There is not much left of the republic and the teachings of 
the fathers—Bailey is gone, the constitution is nearly gone and 
the republic is headed for destruction. But perhaps Bailey thinks 
everything is going wrong because he has got off the right track. 
A tipsy man always thinks the world is turning round. The re- 
public will survive Bailey's elimination from Congress. He may 
cut himself loose from the constitution, but the constitution will 
still live.

When they have caught their breath and looked things over, 


the orange grower's will probably find that they have not been hit 
as hard as they thought. At least, we hope so. The growers of 
Butte and Tulare counties say their orchards are uninjured. While 
the orchards of Riverside and San Bernardino1 have suffered to 
some extent, the damage has probably been very much ex- 
aggerated. 


Exaggeration will hurt the State far more than the actual 


damage done by frost. There never was any use in crying over 
spilt milk, and it is worse than foolish to go about proclaiming 
that four times as much milk has been spilled as has actually been 
lost.

Such stories de- 
press the value o£ citrus lands and deter investors from coming 
here. 


Let us not disguise the truth, for deception is both immoral 


and bad policy, but let us keep within bounds in speaking of the 
late cold snap. Remember the harm done by the wildly exag- 
gerated reports sent abroad after the temblor of April, 1906. The 
eagerness to tell thrilling stories of hair-breadth escapes and 
blood-curdling personal experiences led the peoplfe of the East 
to believe that all California was rocking jn the throes-of-.a 
mighty convulsion. In distant imaginations craters yawned, the 
mountains heaved and volcanic fires burst forth from Siskiyou to 
San Diego, from the Sierra to the sea. Cities were shaken to 
piece%and thousands killed. 


Ninety-nine per cent humbug, mere exaggeration. The damage 


by earthquake was confined to a small strip around San Fran- 
cisco bay; only a few people were killed, and San Francisco was 
destroyed by fire owing to -the dislocation of the water 'mains by 
the shock. But many of the foolish stories told under stress of

The loss of the Tulare growers has been 
trifling in comparison to the losses below the Tehachapi divide. 
Is not this a proof of greater safety? However, our chipper and 
enterprising San Berdoon contemporary has just been given 
a practical proof that hot air will not keep frost out of the South- 
ern California orchards. We will say no more. The subject must j j 
be painful in the News office, and, as we are feeling rather good 
this new year, we are disposed to be magnanimous. But don't 
crow so loud, youngster! This is not an auspicious time to crow; 1 
over the fellows in Tulare and Butte counties. They may talk; 
back and that would make us all unhappy. Our Southern Cali-' 
fornia friends had better follow the modest example of the girl 
from Kalamazoo and try to live it down without talking too much 
about what has happened. The fellow who has just broken through 
the ice is not justified in reminding the chap on the bank that he 
needs an overcoat. While you have Jack Frost for a visitor steer 
the conversation away from the hyperborean regions of Butte 
and Tulare where the orange never freezes and the water never 
fails. Otherwise we hope you are well and trust you will, be en- 
tirely-happy. Still it is comforting to know that-the warm babies 
of the South, notwithstanding the chill they've had, have not lost 
their nerve nor had their galls nipjjed by frost. One lung; hot air; | 
and a hearty contempt for all the rest of creation, including that 
old fogy, the truth, will do wonders sometimes. We hope the com- 
bination will make the orange orchards of San \Berdoon bloom and 
fruit as they have never done before and the News as big and 
prosperous as all gut of doors.

SECRETARY MEYER 


TELLS OF PLANS 


Department Head Will Ask for 


Three More Great 


Battleships. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. II.—Secretary 


Meyer of the Navy Department told the 
FTouse committee on naval affairs today 
that Guantanamo, Cuba, was to be fortl- 
HeeJ to protect the eastern entrance to the 
Panama canal as the Pearl hnrbor forti- 
fications tn Hawaii protect the western 
entrance. He said that a recent treaty 
had been entered Into between this (Coun- 
try and Cuba, under which Cuba grants 
thi) rlfiht to the tTnitea States govern- 
ment to purchase the Mil land back of 
tho Guantanamo naval station and In 


. llieso hills the government proposes to 


place the heaviest fortifications possible. 


Secretary Meyer told the committee 


that, In his judgment, whatever conflicts 
this government may have In the fu- 
ture would be settled either at the eastern 
or the western end of the Panama canal 
and that the protection of the Carrlbean 
sea was essential; He voiced, In making 
this declaration, the views of the naval 
strategy board. 


TO ASK FOR WARSHIPS. 


The secretary was prepared to tell the 


committee what was needed in the way 
of new battleships and of new navy con- 
etrnotion, but was Interrupted by the 
demand of the House .to get a quorum. 
Ho will continue Monday when he will 
advocate the construction of two or three 
battleships through authorization of this 
session of Congress. 


Without 'going Into details oi the stra- 
tegic plans of the Joint army and navy 
board, whieli has In charge the ques- 
tion of the defense 
of 
the 
Panama 
canal. Secretary Meyer said that Guan- 
tanamo must be retained-as the base of 
protection of the eastern approach to 
the waterway. The naval station there 
Js to be enlarged so that It can afford 
ample facilities as a repair station. The 
parposa of the navy department Is to 
put the Guantanamo base on a par with, 
the Pearl Harbor station In Hawaii.. 
Secretary Meyer told the 
committee 
that Key West, Florida, was to be main- 
tained as the naval torpedo base and 
ithat the Charleston navy yard was to 
t>e Improved to become the repair sta- 
tion for the torpedo fleet. 


' NEW 
ORLEANS AS. BASE.- 


General Ixrais E. Estopinal of Loui- 
siana, a member of the 
committee, 
-urged the advantages of New Orleans 
as the 'base for possible naval •-, opera^ 
tions In the Caribbean sea but Secre- 
tary Meyer said that the naval strateg- 
ists had decided on Guantanamo -because 
of Its control of the entrance from the 
ocean. 
Ho Intimated that the 
treaty 
with Cuba under which this country can 
fortify Guantanamo was of very recent 
data and was not generally known. This 
treaty carries the right of purchase .by 
the United States government, If such 
purchase has not been 
consummated 
already, of sufficient property around 
Guantanamo to meet the needB of. t'ae 
government tn making this a. Gibraltar 
for the Gulf of Mexico. 


. PRIVATE BIDS HIGH. 


Secretary Meyer also told 
committee 
toe that the great 14-inch guns now 
need on the battleships could be made 
more cheaply at the Washington naval 
arsenal and gun factory than by private 
contractors at any other 
government- 
owned end managed manufactory. The 
' latest bids received from private con- 
tractors on .the great guns are so much 
In excess of the cost to the 
govern- 
ment that he urged the committee to 
consider the propriety of having all the 
BUBS made by the government. 
| 
Questioned, by Representative L«e of i 
Pennsylvania, the secretary would give 
no preference as to tha- location of a 
•thousand foot dryd6ck to be bjillt on the 
Atlantic coast for the care of the bat- 
•tleships. It Is understood .that he has 
' * preference for Newport News, Vlr- 
•Blnla, because- of the advantages of the 
IHampton Roads basin. 
But Lee Is advocating League Island, 
[Philadelphia, and the secretary refused 
to express a preference, 
saying 
tnat 
much matters should be left to th? com- 
imittec and should be decided after con- 
sultation with the naval experts who 
"had the matter In charge.

Slubborness of Money Market

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 11.—A remarkable circumstance in 


connection with the Luther McCarty-Al Palzer fight for the 
white heavyweight championship was the manner in which the 
rival betting factions held each other to even money wagering 
from first to last. There never was a case like it, probably. 


Very often a pair of pugilists will sell at even money in the 


days preceding their match. At the last moment, however, there 
is a pressure of money from one side or the other and one of them 
will go into the ring a pronounced favorite. 


The philosophy of all this is that one 


of the men has always commanded the 


support, but that his backers 


have held off to the last so as not to bull 
the market. Then in order to place their 
money before it is too late they loosen 
up and offer odds. With Palzer and Me- 
Carty it was even money a week in ad- 
vance of New Year's day. It was even 
money the night before, and it was even 
money \\hen the men were taking their 
corners. After the third Or fouith round 
it Is doubtful if any offer of 3 to 1 would 
have located a Palzer man. 
» 


Now that it is all over the sports are 


trying to explain how it was that the 
hopes sold even. The majority appear to 
think timt Tom O'Rourke, Palzer's man- 
ager, was largely responsible for the 
stubbornness of the market. 
Palzer and O'Rourke arrived in Los

of the new contract' being- offered to 
tho players for next season, while the 
Players, through their Protective asso- 
ciation are already figuring on asking 
for ialaiy during their training trips 
or not reporting- until the opening -of 
the ssason. 


The plajers sttm. to he.ve the worst 


of Uie argument all around, unless they 
can make the owners come 
through, 


which seems Improbable when under the 
heavy expense of maintaining the play- 
ers at costly hotels with but little rev- 
enue coming in from exhibition games.

Last year's club, with the exception ot 
the one which finished last in 1907, was 
the only poor road team ever handled 
by the McCredies 
There were numerous 
reasons for this, but tHe lack o! class be- 
came apparent when playing on foreign 
Efiounds 
The 1908 pennant winning- team con- 
sisted of such firebrands as Larry Mc- 
Lean, Pat Donahue, Mike Mitchell ana 
Bill Sweeney 
These fellows were more 
at home on the road than at Recreation 
park. 
It was ther same story in 1910, when 
Portland left on its last southern trip 
with a slim chance of beating out Oak< 
land. 
It was necessary to win mora 
games than the Oaks, and on foreign lots, 
while Oakland was playing at home. 
This was considered almost impossible,

HEALTH OFFICER'S STATEMENT. 
Dr J. J. Benton, health officer of the 
city ' issued a-statement regarding the 
situation today, In which he sold In part: 
All of these cases, with one ex- 
' ception, nave been of a. very virulent 
form of smallpox, the confluent va- 
riety. 
These cases are now under 
quarantine, and all persons who have 
come in Contact rrlth them (so far as 
known) have been vaccinated 
and 
will be kept under observation until 
the Incubation period of the disease is 
passed. 
It is noteworthy that not 
one of these eight cases has occur- 
red in a person who has been suc- 
cessfully vaccinated, thus verifying 
the efficacy of vaccination in the 
prevention of the disease. Vaccina- 
tion is the only efficient means of 
preventing the spread of smallpox. 
It therefore behooves the public, and 
we would strongly urge that all per- 
sons, and especially those -who have 
Anever been successfully vaccinated, 
~Tbe vaccinated forthwith, as this is 
the only-means by -which an epidemic 
can be successfully- checked. 
Dr. Benton also quotes the state law 
with regard to vaccination of school chil- 
dren. He declared that the law gave 
him power to exclude from the schools in 
sections in which smallpox existed all un- 
vaccinatod children. He concludes his 
statement as follows: 
We bespeak the oo-operatlon of the 


f citizens of Berkeley In our endeavor 
\ to protect tho community from an 
A-epidemic of this dread disease, and 
sincerely hope that there shall be no 
serious antagonism 
to our 
efforts 


•which are Intended solely to protect 
the health of the community.

I believe the public Is 
well enough informed now to know the 
difference between actual sales and an 
over-enthusiastic advertising man's esti- 
mate of sales. I really believe 'that the 
exaggeration that has taken place In the 
past, and which Is taking place today In 
some few instances.

gerated advertising has killed some cars 
which might, 
In other 
circumstances, 


have been successful. It has dragged 
along through an unnecessary period "of 
uselessnesa cars which should have been 
branded as failures in the beginning. 


"That such things have been foisted 


on., the buying public has. undoubtedly 
made many people question the careful 
aflyertlslng which Is done b'y 'the gre's* 
majority of automobile companies,. Ex-" 
liberation, therefore has been hurtful to 
the automobile business as a whole. 
"''There are certain rules which I think 
are applicable to all kinds of advertising. 
These rules apply particularly to auto- 
oiobile advertising and I think that they 
thould be applied as tests to every ad- 
vertisement of motor cars. In the flrat 
place, automobile advertising should be 
honest. It should be free from exaggera- 
tion and superlatives and should use 
understanflment rather than overstate- 
nient. 'it should be expressed In simple 
words and sentences.

must consider Is that they must bo prop- 
erly cared for and fed; if you keep sim- 
ply hens and feed them "any old thing" 
.you cannot expect to obtain the best re- 
sults, or even satisfactory results 


The raising of poultry is a commercial 
business and should be treated as such— 
one must use the best materials to obtain 
the best results. 
To start one should 
make a careful selection of his stock, 
whether h» buys the chickens or the eggs 
to hatch them. He should be careful to 


obtain them only from such breeders as 
are known to be reliable, and who make 
a. specialty of the breed ho desires or tor 
the purposes intended. 
The buildings should be eo constructed 


that they ar« free from draughts and 
have plenty of ventilation. We may stattf 
here that the open-front house la the 
moat desirable ami practical, us It Insures 
fresh nir at all times without draught. 
Care should be taken In the feed you 
uuo—while wheat and corn are a good 
fc 
v<)d i.nd vory ossentlnl. it is not advis- 
able to f<x>d them a* a steady <]let, un- 
less 
mixed with other grains. 
Fowls, 
like humans. Ilka a variety. 
One had 
better buy a balanced ration, and one 
that Is put out by a reliable manufac- 
turer. 
There are manufactuiers of poul- 
try food, who know by actual t«3ts Just 
what their foods will do, and ono can 
make no mistake by using such foods as 
they recommend for the different pur- 
poses. 
Keep plenty of grit, oyster shell and 
charcoal before the birds at all times, and 
see that they have fresh water dally; 
also keep the houses clean. 
A start in poultry ra.isi.ng at this time 


of the year Is bound to prove very val- 
uable; not only, as the above applies, to 
the so-called backyard fancier, but the 
fancier and breeder who wltshns to m»kn 
money with poultry.

try, so aru tho markets. The industry Is 
growing rapidly, but it floes not oome 
near supplying th<> demand.

Tha voter, 
who at time had found it hard to ap- 
ureciate Balfour's cle\ er tactics and mer- 
ciless logic, which made him the adver- 
sary most dreaded and lespected by the 
government, were evpected to grow en« 
iliusiastlc over Bonar Law's bualneas- 
like sledge-hammer tactics. Asquith was 
undoubtedly right when he said that the 
Tories had done the government a great 
service when they removed their only 
brilliant man from the leadership of the 
party 
Bonar Law- has been busy using hl» 


sledge-hammer irom the very day he ac- 
cepted the leadership, but his biowa 
have Invariable hit his own fellows. No 
Kngl'-sh statesman, If statesman -we may 
call him, has ever committed such a 
ier!ps of amazing blunders, the latest 
one or these, committed in Ins famous 


- i-peech at Ashton, has succeeded in split- 


ting the Unionist party as completely 
as the most ardent radical might hope 
for and not even the party's own press 
makes any attempt to conceal the split.

There will be no looking about to 


find the scapegoat the Unionist party 
needs, for no other scapegoat IB possible 
than the hapless Bonar Law.

exceedingly satisfying to Mr. Chamber- 
la.:! \\ho Is now posing as the sale mid- 
dleman, and who for that very reason 
'•ir^'illj- avoided getting mixed up In 
the orgy of Ulster treason. I dare- at 
present not prophesy that Austin Cham- 
berlain will be the next Unionist lead- 
er, for he has great and powerful ene- 
mies within his own party, but he will 
leave no stone unturned to get there, and 
jf he cannot have his own way -he will 
at least put plenty of barbed wire en- 
tanglements In the way of others.

, has all the obstinacy of the unimaginative 
commonplace individual and he will not 
be over conscientious In the choice of 
his weapons. 


If Balfour consents to return Cham- 


berlain would have no chance whatever, 
but it would -be a miracle If he did, aa 
h* Is undoubtedly sincere when he says, 
•with the late Mr. Gladstone that he pre- 
fers "a. post of greater ease and leal! 
responsibility." 


OTHER REASONS PLENTY. 


The Unionists have "other reasons to 


feel as humble as Uriah Heep. It takes 
considerable effort to make yourself look 
ridiculous In a. country where the sense 
of humor Is as poorly developed as in 
England, but the Unionists who got an 
Irishman with ths peculiarly fatal name

In 
all aectons of the press, too, statements 
occasionally appear -which show that no- 
body believes Europena peace assured 
any length of time, no'matter how the 
details of tho Balkan question may be • 
arranged. As a matter of fact, none of 
the countries Involved or on the point 
of becoming involved is satisfied. Tur- 
key, of course, is smarting under the re- 
peated, blows she has suffered these last 
fifteen months since Italy attacked her In 
Tripoli, and the country still feels strong 
enough to think of a war of revenge 
sooner or later.

In Russia there is a 
feeneral feeling that the government did 
not lend the Slavs in the Balkans suffi- 
cient moral support and .that Austria hu- 
miliated Russia even more than when 
she annexed Bosnia, 
and Herzegovina- 


In Montenegro which started the Balkan 
war, a dangerous state of unrest ex- 
ists, and In Austria, the health of the old 
emperor, which, In spite' of all official 
denials, is failing very 'rapidly, is a 
source of the greatest anxiety. 
It Is 


small wonder, therefore, that a prom- 
inent German paper aptly suras up the 
present situation in these words: "The 
conviction Is rooted 
among 
us more 


'firmly than generally Imagined that the 
German empire will dne day have to de- 
fend its position in the world." 


RUSSIA IS DISTURBER. 


Ths Germania. the Berlin organ' of the 


Center party, declares that so long as, 
Russia has twelve, (according to some 
accounts eighteen) army corps mobilized 
there can be no o.uestlon of peaces on 
earth. 
German, It says, has taken no 


military measures whatever, 
and has 


kept her army' on a peace footing not-, 
withstanding the extensive Russian mo- 
bilization and the strengthening of the 
troops' in Russian Poland. But it must 
not be imagined, it adds, that Germany 
Is not strategically ready and also pre- 
pared to taka the field "not for the fur- 
therance of the special interests of our 
ally," but because any awakening of the 
Danube monarchy would reduce the im- 
portance of the alliance and constltue a 
direct .mena.ee to Germany."

Two more petitions from the latest diet 
have bedn sent to St. Petersburg by the

Old Po'icies Are Thrown to the 


Winds; Government Bound 


to Reduce Duty.

BERLIN, Jan. 4. — It is with a certain 


Ipelins of anxiety, which we did not feel 
c r.-eek ago, that we are now looking 
forward to what the new year may bring 
in the shape of new tax burdens. 'When 
the announcements were made, flrst that 
India and then Canada were going to 
I<ay their share of England's increasing 
naval burden, the flrst feeling here was 
ono of immense relief. The German peo- 
ple as a while neither wish nor believe 
in the necessity of the war with Great 
TSritain, which is always being used- by 
our Jingoes as a convenient pretext for 
adding to our navy. 


And with these new developments in 
ilow, people all over the country felt 
that now evan the government must 
ptalise the moment has come when rivalry 
fa navy building must end and when 
Germany could stop without loss of dignity. 
3t seems, however, that we have made 
a mistake and that the government In- 
tends to go on building ships faster than 
over. 


In tlie most blunt manner the semi- 


official press is beginning to prepare the 
people for what they may expect, . and, 
what is more, the government evidently 
does not intend to wait for the sanction 
of the Reichstag to increase the naval 
expenses beyond those provided for In the 
budget. It Is going to take the bit be- 
tween its teeth and dash ahead, placing 
the legislators face to face with an ac- 
complished fact in the way of new ves- 
sels and tell the Reichstag that they have 
got to be paid for. 


B1SMARCK1AN OPENNESS. 


With BIsmarcldan openness 
the 
in- 
eplred part of the press informs us tiat 
the present International situation is such 
that the sound old German financial prin- 
ciple of "no fresh expenditure not covered 
by revenue" must be thrown to the winds. 
It is iinted that the new property tax 
may produce a greater surplus than anti- 
cipated and that this new revenue may 
be used to meet the extra naval and 
military expenses. But the same press 
peemB to have forgotten entirely that the 
government is In honor bound to use the 
new revenue to make possible a, reduc- 
tion of the sugar duty. 
Evidently there are breakers ahead but 
so far as we do not know exactly what the 
government intends to do. Certain It is, 
that the army also is to be 
greatly strengthened far beyond what was 
considered necessary a few months ago 
and that new Imperial taxes are to be 
Imposed, so evidently 1913 Is going to be 
a bad year. 


QUIET IN RUSSIA. 


In Russia, where the new year has not 
yet begun, things are very quiet on the 
surface, probably because the public mind 
is too preoccupied with the defeats of 
Turkey at the hands of people belonging to 
the great Slav race, and nobody wants 
to hamper the government at a time like 
the present. That Is to say outside of 
Polish Russia, where the revolutionist-* 
rrho had been praying for a war wlt'i 
Austria are still being held in check only 
with great difficulty. 
In the southern and southeastern part 


of the empire the government Is relent- 
less in the prosecution of the Jews. A 
correspondent writes from Odessa that 
just before Christmas 270 Jewish families, 
aggregating over 1300 people, were ex- 
pelled from villages In tho Rovno district 
of the Government of Volhnia. From five 
villages In the district of Dubno, In tha 
same government, 78 Jewish 
families, 


about 400 souls, were expelled at the same 
time. The elders of these expelled He- 
brews are forwarding a petition to the 
Premier, through, the Jewish Deputy for 
Rovno, praying his excellency to stay tho 
expulsions until the winter Is past. 
Similar expulsions from the villages In 
nearly all the southern and south-west- 
ern governments are proceeding.

fear and distrust this new feature of 
Imperialism Ii rapidly growing. 


FEAR GERMAN ATTACK. 


Fear of a German attack still exerts 


a powerful influence upon the actions of 
the Government In all military matters. 
As far as possible this country follows 
the example of the continental powers 
and practically the whole military force, 
which was formerly distributed all over 
the country, Is now slowly being concen- 
trated along the east coast where an at- 
tack, of course, Is anticipated. If Ger- 
many ever decides to tackle England.

Hilalre Belloc. who wrote "The Four 


MPn," has a wonderfully interesting book 
out with the fascinating title- "This and 
That and the Ot.ior " There is a review 
of it quite as remaikable as the book It- 
self. 


It is not uncommon to hear said of fa- 


mous writers, by persons who knew them 
intimately, that their talk was better than 
their writing. 
Now, suppose a man, a 


brilliant, gifted talker, a bubbling fellow, 
a whimsical, erudite, crotc-hety, joyous, 
zcstful, inventive spirit, could write ex- 
actly as he would talk at his very best 
In a gay, intimate fashion to a boon 
companion In Sn inn.

ight, and this container incloses a re- 
ceiver holding sulphuric acid or calcium 
chloride. 


The piocess of hypersensltlzlng" reduces 
to about one-fourth the time of "exposure 
required for autochrome plates. The dif- 
ficulty lies in the inconveniences attend- 
ant upon the wo^k and the precautions 
necessarily

plate will last only for a few weeks be- 
fore use.

Monument Fit 'for Egyptian Potentate, -__, 
Fit for any Egyptian potentate, massive, 


grand, and, rising to the height of-many feet 
above the common slab that now*marks the 
poet's grave, these pieces seem.to bear some 
strange significance to the life and fate of 
Wilde,'hated and liked, both' in his native 
land, and'author of some of the greatest 
plays in the English, tongue. 


Why Epstein selected the strange, couchant 


figure,;on- which are the features, 


reproduced, of Oscar Wilde, nobody seems to 
know. Epstein, Tvho has won much fame on 
the continent, aa' well as in England, has 
spent eight months on the two pieces, just 
arriving at the finishing process this month". 


During this period he has worked steadily 


and secretly, allowing no stranger to enter 
his workroom, mixing with nobody, and 
maintaining a strict silence regarding the Os- 
car Wilde memorial piece. Furthermore, it 
is said that.the.sculptor is not in sympathy 
with his work, and that he -was only per- 
.suaded to esecnte the order when a large 
cash reward was offered. 


Mr. Ross made no attempt to explain any- 


thing regarding the Wilde memorial beyond 
stating that it was to be executed in' 1912 
and delivered at Pere La Chaise in the sum- 
mer. He hinted that some rich admirer .if 
the poet was willing to foot the bill—a bill 
that runs into the thousands of pounds, see- 
ing that Epstein is just now popular and has 
orders to keep him busy a year ahead. 


He selected Derbyshire limestone to do his 


work. Two of the finest blocks procurable 
were tried out, and finally, behind locked 
doors, the work began. Slowly appeared the 
strange " flying angel," done after the Egyp- 
tian style of art and seeming, in grandeur 
to tell the story of a Pharaoh rather than the 
secret of the life of England's strangest 
man. 
Gradually the sculptor worked the 


heavy blocks into shape without even the aid 
of an artisan, which fact started the people 
who knew of the commission to puzzling,

Secret Buried In the Stone? 


'' 'And, after the blocks 'had been nearly fin- 
ished,, some gossip said that buried in the 
heart of the stone were secrets—secrets of 
which it was intended the world should 
know nothing, and which were to be buried 
for eternity with the man. to whom BO many 
strange things happened daring-his lifetime. 


Whether or not such secrets were buried 


nobody is sure,' but the sculptor and the 
friends of-the* deceased genius will say noth- 
ing.
